Does Bucks Have A Housing Authority?

A small but vocal group of up- 
eounty residents turned out last 
night to protest the creation of 
a Bucks County Housing Author­ 
ity only to discover that the 
county apparently has had one 
since 1941 


In view of the protests, John 


J. Bodley, 
chairman 
of 
the 
county commissioners, said th.at 
the board would hold off acti­ 
vating the authority. The author­ 
ity cannot act until five mem­ 
bers are appointed to it.

Seen Favorable 


Bodley declined to express his 
personal sentiments. The com­ 
missioners reportedly favor an 


authority. Walter S. Farley Jr.. 
minority Democrat, was t h e 
on’y one of the three commis­ 
sioners to publicly support the 
project. 


Last night’s meeting, held at 
the county courthouse in Doyles­ 
town, was attended by nearly 
IOO persons, most of them coun­ 
ty and township officials. T h e 


majority seemed to favor the 
activation of the authority. 


It was only Tuesday, Bodley 
told the crowd, 
that

learned that a previous board 
of commissioners in 1941 had 
passed a resolution creating the 
authority.

Other TNI1 Found At Home Of City Officials 
Bomb Blast In Birmingham’s 
Negro Section Injures Boy 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI)— 
A dynamite bomb exploded in 
the Negro section of the city 
early today injuring a 13-year- 
old 
boy. 
Other 
unexploded 
bombs 
were 
found 
at 
the 
homes of the mayor and the 
city’s only councilwoman. 


Police said a bomb consisting 
of about IO sticks of dynamite 
exploded in a concrete block 
garage at the home of T.R. 
Crowell, 
a Negro public ac­ 
countant. 


Bombs 
were 
found 
at 
the 
home of Mayor Albert Boutwell 
and city Councilwoman Nina 
Miglianico, 
both 
considered 
moderates in their view toward 
the racial issue. 


The bomb found at the side 
of Boutwell’s fashionable two- 
story brick home was made of 
nearly 45 sticks of dynamite. It 
was 
primed 
with 
timing 
mechanism attached to a clock 
but was dismantled before it 
could explode. 


A similar bomb device was 
found at the home of Miss Mig­ 
lianico who lives almost one- 
half mile from the home of the 
mayor in a neighborhood lo­ 
cated about seven miles from 
the Negro neighborhood where 
the bomb exploded. 


The bomb was discovered by 
her 
80-year-old 
father-in-law, 
M. J. Miglianico, at their fash­ 
ionable brick residence when 
he went out for the morning 
paper. He pers’onally disarmed 
it. 


Miglianico said the bomb was 
in a cardboard box. 


He said he grabbed the alarm 
clock timing device, ripped it 
from its wiring and threw the 
clock into the yard before call­ 
ing police. He said he did not 
know when it was set to go off. 


Mayor Not At Home 


Boutwell was in Washington 
D.C., 
attending 
the 
national 
mayors’ conference. The bomb 
at his home was discovered by 
his son, Albert Jr. 


The bomb consisted of a case 
of dynamite with enough sticks 
removed to make room for the 
timing device. 


Police said it was possible 
that the explosion in the Negro 


neighborhood was set to divert 
attention away from the bombs 
set at the mayor and council- 
woman’s homes. 


The blast blew out the end of 
the garage, destroyed a boat 
stored 
inside, 
shattered 
the 
windshield of one of the two 
cars parked in the driveway, 
blew windows out of the house 
and knocked two dents into the 
frame dwelling about a foot 


long and about three to four 
inches deep. It left a hole IO 
feet 
wide and 
two to three 
feet deep in an alley behind 
the garage.
